For 
appointments  made  between  November  7,  1940,  and  January  14,  1941,  inclusive, 
the  probationary  period  is  6  months.  For  appointments  made  on  and  after  Jan- 
uary 15,  1941,  the  probationary  period  is  1  year. 

Grades  SP-6  and  above  and  Grades  CAF-5  and  above. — For  appointments  made 
between  January  16,  1940,  and  July  15,  1940,  inclusive,  the  probationary  period 
expired  on  January  15,  1941.  For  appointments  made  between  July  16,  1940, 
and  August  6,  1940,  inclusive,  the  probationary  period  is  6  months.  For  appoint- 
ments made  between  August  7,  1940,  and  November  6,  1940,  inclusive,  the  pro- 
bationary period  is  1  year.  For  appointments  made  between  November  7,  1940, 
and  February  5,  1941,  inclusive,  the  probationary  period  is  6  months.  For  ap- 
pointments made  on  and  after  February  6,  1941,  the  probationary  period  is  1  year. 

Grades  SP-5  and  beloiv,  Grades  CAF-4  and  below,  and  all  Custodial  (CU) 
Grades.— For  appointments  made  between  January  16,  1940,  and  July  15,  1940, 
inclusive,  the  probationaiw  period  expired  on  January  15,  1941.  For  appoint- 
ments made  on  and  after  July  16,  1940,  the  probationary  period  is  6  months.
